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Just Ahead— 
‘Atomic’ Planes 


Lockheed will announce next 
week the beginning of research 
into what eventually will be- 

come an air- 
craft powered 
by nuclear en- 
ergy —our old

The announce- 
ment will be a 
cautious one. It 
will not, of 
course, promise 
such an air- 
craft. But that’s 
the meaning. 


Mountainous, largely uninhab- 
ited areas are required, and 
Lockheed chose its Marietta, 
Ga., plant, because north of it 
is such mountain territory. This 
will afford the essential eleva- 
tion between the new type nu- 
clear reactions. 


That phrase ‘‘new type’ ex- 
plains why the initial announce- 
ment will be the sort the scien- 
tists and engineers make when 
they aren’t really ready to go all 
the way. 


Since the atomic bomb. was 
exploded a nuclear ‘‘engine’’ has 
been possible for almost any 
sort of operation requiring the 
use of energy. It would, for 
example, be relatively simple to 
put such an engine into an au- 
tomobile. 


Delay 


There is just one hitch. 

It is the same hitch which will 
make Lockheed’s initial an- 
nouncement a cautious, hedging 
one. 


As of now: a thick, protective 
*‘wallh,”’ or shield, must be built 
around all nuclear reactors to 
protect persons and materials 
from the effect of radiation. In 
the larger reactors this shield 
is made of a special concrete 
and lead—layers of each. A thick 
alloy and other substances cover 
the smaller ones—such as now 
propel the two nuclear-powered 
submarines in use. The exact 
composition is, of course, a 
secret. 

That’s the ‘“‘rub,’”’ or ‘“‘hitch’’ in 
the plans for the first nuclear 
aircraft. 


Scientists must conceive and 
produce some new, lighter metal 
which will withstand radiation. 
Aircraft, to be efficient with the 
new energy, must be able to fly 
without the heavy, thick *‘wall’’ 
about the “‘engine,”’ or reactor. 

Science will, of course, solve 
the problem of this metal. They 
long have been at work on it. 
Progress has been made. 

What we now are seeing is the 
initiation of all necessary experi- 
mental work so that when the 
scientists come up with the thin- 
ner, lighter shield all will be 
ready to go ahead and put the 
aircraft into the air for the in- 
evitably long “‘shake-down”’ test- 
ing—at least a year. Maybe more. 


Change 


We move into this astonishing 
phase of nuclear power with a 
casualness which marks man in 
this, the last half of the exciting 
20th Century. If man leaped and 
cavorted, cracking his heels in 
air, at each new and fantasti- 


cally wondrous invention and de- | 
he would soon ex- | 


velopment, 
haust himself utterly. 


But it has been only a little 
more than 10 years since the 
world had its first awesome in- 
troduction to atomic energy in 
the form of the bomb which shat- 
tered and changed Hiroshima— 
and for that matter—all the 
world. 


Submarines already move with 
the new power. A large surface 
ship is being designed for it. 
Cities have applied to the Atomic 
Energy Commission for permis- 
sion to build reactors to produce 
electric power for their munici- 
pal plants. 


Ahead is the new aircraft. 

If it can be made mechani- 
cally durable enough—and it can 
—it will be able to fly around 
the world without stopping or 
refueling. 


For some time now the USAF | 
has been flying an atomic re- 
actor in a B32. It has, of course, 
the thick, protective -wall, or 
shield. It is ‘‘cut off’’ on land- 
ings and take-offs, for safety’s 
sake. Cutting off, or, more prop- 
erly, ‘shutting down” a nuclear 
reactor involves removing the 
activating metal rods. 


A great deal has been learned 
from this experiment. 


Now begins the second and 
major phase of experiment. 

When the light metal, which 
will bar radiation, is ready the 
aircraft will be put into the air.

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DeKalb Recognizes 
It Has a ‘Problen’ 


The DeKalb County Grand Jury is 
to be commended for its recognition that 
the county has a growing juvenile crime 
problem which must be halted before it 
grows to gigantic proportions. 

The jury, however, seems to have 
fallen into the same pitfall that others 
have fallen into before in considering the 
problem—and that is in attempting to 
find some safe scapegoats to blame for 
it. This is quite natural but the jury 
must know as does everyone else that the 
juvenile problem is not new in DeKalb 
County. 

The fact that it is just now being 
discovered by the jury and others is be- 
cause instead of going away the problem 
has persisted and grown steadily worse. 
In other words, it could no longer be 
ignored. 

The jury said, for instance, ‘There 
should be a wider, more realistic ac- 
ceptance that juvenile delinquency exists 
in DeKalb County.” That, of course, im- 
plies a refusal in the past to accept it. 
It implies a refusal especially on the part 
of parents to admit that young Junior 
has been going astray. 


The jury recommends that more pub- 
licity be given juvenile crimes by the 
press. Its members doubtless know that 
there is a little matter of the law in- 
volved. 


Spurred by parents, social workers and 
others who also have refused to face 
facts, the Legislature passed a law a 
few years ago making newspapers liable 
for printing the names of juvenile of- 
fenders. Names of youngsters under 17 
years of age involved in crimes cannot be 
published except with permission of 
the Juvenile Court judge unless the cases 
are remanded to Superior Courts. 


Newspapers have abided by that law 
and now are being chided for it. Mean- 
while, young criminals and their parents 
are shielded in the knowledge there will 
be no publicity. While the intent of the 
law was probably good, in practice it 
has defeated its purpose. 

The press has known for a long time 
that a genuine juvenile delinquency 
problem existed in DeKalb. We are 
pleased that the grand jury finally has 
recognized it, too, and has given the press 
the opportunity to publicize it—even 
though it still must do so in general terms. 
The press can help but the problem must 
be solved by the people and the courts 
of DeKalb County. 


Visibility Unlimited 
Is the Airport Slogan 


It. is consoling to note that the powers 
that be have raised the ceiling on the 
potential of Atlanta’s airport. 


Latest reports are that instead of the 
$8,000,000 improvement program that had 
been contemplated, the figure will be 
closer to $14,000,000. And this sum may 
be too conservative. 


That overworked word “phenomenal” 
is about the only way to describe the 
growth at the field. There can be no 
doubt that this growth is just beginning. 
One of the 10 busiest in the land, At- 
lanta’s port is nationally distinguished 
for its inadequate and poorly kept facili- 
ties for the comfort and convenience of 
those who must use it. 

The most recent change in plans was 
brought about by the airlines who see a 
continued expansion in traffic as well as 
radical changes in the types of planes 
used. These two factors mean more and 
bigger loading spaces and doubtless long- 
er runways and approach clearances. 
These are for the use of the planes. The 
passengers must likewise be served. 

The only limit on the future of our 
airport is the future of the country itself 
and prospects there are cheerful. 

Planning Atlanta's airport is like try- 
ing to buy clothes for an adolescent. It 
is good to learn that the planners realize 
that as far as dollars to be spent is con- 
cerned, the ceiling, like the future, is 
unlimited.

These Visionary Deals 
Quite Often Come True 


Regular cargo service by ocean-going 
steamers has commenced between Eng- 
land and Illinois with the sailing of the 
Manchester Explorer. 

This aptly mamed vessel left Man- 
chester, England, for Chicago, a trip made 
possible by the St. Lawrence Seaway, a 
multiple purpose power and navigation 
project that was argued for a generation 
before anything was done. 

In addition to its other benefits, the 
improvement in the locks and. canals 
along the route will open up Great Lakes 
ports to ocean steamers from all the

world, making possible cheaper shipment 
and delivery of goods into the very heart 
of America. 

The Seaway was fought by salt water 
ports whose business may suffer and 
other groups that feared cuts in their 
income. Finally, like most good things, 
this visionary project is becoming a 
reality. 

That Chicago, Duluth, Milwaukee and 
other lakes cities now can ship directly 
by water to the rest of the world, re- 


minds us of another visionary project, 
the port of Atlanta. 


That the Chattahoochee can be made 
navigable to Atlanta is an engineering 
fact first certified three quarters of a 
century ago. One thing and another, in- 
cluding civic lassitude, have prevented the 
translation of this dream into reality. 


The potentialities of the Chattahoochee 
finally have been recognized by the 
dwellers along its banks and Washing- 
ton has been receptive to the plea- for 
funds. Buford Dam, Jim Woodruff Dam 
and locks, and the recently commenced 
Fort Gaines Dam and locks are an ex- 
cellent beginning toward control of the 
stream and barge navigation from the 
Gulf to Columbus, 


But a great deal remains to be done 
before Atlanta can enjoy the advantages 
of water transportation and before the 
river truly can be described as a servant 
of man. 


Currently, Alabama is threatening to 
boycott the Chattahoochee improvement 
program unless Georgia gives up her title 
to the entire river bed. Superficially this 
argument sounds like the basis of a plot 
for a Gilbert and Sullivan operetta, but 
basically it is a serious matter. 

That the development of the river, 
so late in starting should founder over 
this matter and a spite fence be built 
between these good neighbors is some- 
thing that should not be allowed to 
happen.

Ike Changes His Mind 
Like Other Politicians 


President Eisenhower now hints that 
he will sign whatever farm bill the House 
and Senate present to him. This follows 
previous threats of vetoes and attacks by 
Secretary Benson on the measure now 
being considered by a House-Senate con- 
ference committee. 

The change in line has prompted the 
cynics .to ask what has happened to 
change the President’s mind? They know 
that he still doesn’t like the farm bill 
and that something is prompting the 
concession he is about willing to make. 

Looking for a reason is nothing like 
the proverbial needle in a haystack but 
is as plain as the broad side of a barn. 
The farmers themselves have given the 
answer in plain and simple terms. They 
don't like Ike’s farm program and they 
don't like Mr. Benson. They said so in 
no uncertain terms in Minnesota and re- 
peated it in Wisconsin. 

For a man who's supposed to be im- 
mune to ordinary political pressures, the 
President’s change of heart makes one a 
little suspicious. But, after all, the elec- 
tion’s the thing and winning it is more 
important than such little details as per- 
sonal convictions.

More Expressway Aid 


Promised by the State 


The state has come to the rescue of 
the city and county in the matter of the 
downtown connector of the expressway 
system. 

The highway board, and may it be 
blessed for this, has agreed to help with 
the purchase of the rights of way of the 


uncompleted portion that will link the - 


north and south legs of the system. 

This is the most expensive part of the 
expressway, due to land values and the 
ywtmber of underpasses that must be built. 
It is the most important part, too, for 
without it the traffic funnels leading into 
Atlanta from the north and south spew 
concentrated streams of cars into the 
center of town, compounding the traffic 
problem. When and if completed, though, 
this connector will aid the situation by 
keeping through traffic off the city’s 
streets. 


So far only half the necessary land 


has been acquired for the connector’s 
construction. This matter of right of way 
has been the number one headache of 
the expressway builders and it is difficult 
to blame the ordinary citizen for occa- 
sionally wondering if there hasn’t been 
some fumbling somewhere along the line. 

That the state and federal government, 
as’ well as Atlanta and Fulton County 
have a stake in the expressway is often 
forgotten. The highway board’s coopera- 
tion in this particular matter is an encour- 
aging example of how the several govern- 
ments can get together for the benefit 
of all.

U.S. Living Veterans Now 
Number Over 22 Million 


The average age of Uncle Sam’s more than 22 million living 
veterans is 3842 years, the Veterans’ Administration said recently. 
VA said the extremes range from 109 for the oldest veteran to 


under 18 for the youngest. 

The oldest veteran on VA rolls 
is Albert Woolson of Duluth, Minn., 
the lone Union Army veteran of 
the War Between the States who 
celebrated his 109th _ birthday 
Feb. 11. 

The youngest group of veterans, 
those under 20 years who served 
during the Korea period, number 
34,000. VA reported that there are 
only 4,000 veterans who are age 
&5 or over. 

The largest group of veterans, 
mostly those of World War II, fall 
within the 30 to 34 age bracket. 
This group numbers approximately 
5,158,000. 

Based on a VA survey of Dec. 
31, 1955, the following is a break- 
down by war showing the num- 
ber of participants, number of 
deaths in service, estimated num- 
ber of living veterans and their 
average age: 

Korea—6,807,000 participants (in- 
cludes 1,476,000 who served both 
in War II and during the Korea 
period); 54,000 deaths in service; 
4,346,000 living veterans (includes

I know a man who won't go to church because 
he feels, so he says, awkward when he is expected 
to share in the liturgy and ritual, the hymn sing-

But we learn to conceal our in- 
decision.

The creed does 
not come from the Bible and it 
does not represent the language of 
the apostles or even of the early 
or primitive church. It was 
framed by the Council of Nicaea 
in 325 A.D., many generations 
after the time of the apostles. Its 
purpose was to formulate and 
standardize the faith of Christians. 
It was briefly worded and con- 
tains in the English translation 
only 110 words, 

Why a creed at all and why 
after the passing’ of so many cen- 
turies do millions of Christians re- 
peat it with devotional fervency 
each Sunday? First, this creed is 
ancient and reminds all modern 
Christians of the loyalty and sac- 
rifice of long generations of de- 
voted and consecrated church- 
men. It is historical and pictures 
the heritage of faith. I like to 
think that it binds together with 
the golden cords of affection and 
allegiance Christians of all times 
and circumstances. That gives a

“From a physical standpoint,” 
says Maj. C. C, Underwood, com- 
manding officer of the Georgia 


State Patrol, ‘“‘volume of automo- - 


biles is outrunning both road con- 
struction and enforcement.”’ 

It is logical to assume, unless 
there is some radical change either 
in driving habits or in driving 
areas, that a growing tide of traf- 
fic will bring a growing number 
of colliding cars and other forms 
of automotive calamity. Georgia, 
for example, had 1,072 highway 
deaths last year, yet the increase 
in traffic volume was so great that 
the deaths per miles of travel 
actually were down from the pre- 
ceeding year. 

Thus far this year 262 have died 
on the highways, compared with 
244 at the comparable time last 
year. Statistics on miles travelled 
have not yet become available, so 
it is not known if the 1956 rate 
per mile is qa lower death ratio 
than that of last year. 

Maj. Underwood agrees there is 
cold comfort in such statistics— 
people continue to get killed. 

Sgt. H. C. English of the patrol’s 
Accident Report Bureau, whose 
doleful duty it is to record the high- 
way fatalities and the manner of 
the departure, says he often has

the impression he is beating his 
head against a stone wall. The 
sergeant is of the opinion that 
“lack of common courtesy or plain 
carelessness’ stand behind most of 
the fatalities he records. Careful 
drivers often are victims of some- 
one eise’s folly.

An additional $375 per newly 
allotted teacher may go to fast- 
growing school systems for main- 
tenance and operation, the state 
Board of Education indicated Fri- 
day.
